Jane Knows Prison Routine

ST. LOUIS (AP) — Jane is 


25-years-old, works in a St. 
Louis beauty shop and knows 
something few other Ameri- 
can women do: the routine of 
a prison. 


Her first conviction was in 


1964, for stealing more than 
$50. She served 13 months at 
the Missouri Correction Cen- 
ter for Women at Tipton. She 
worked in the sewing room 
and laundry and learned how 
to upholster. She shared a 
dormitory room with four 
other women. 


When she left Tipton, she 


found a job altering clothes in 
a Minneapolis departm e n t 
store. One day, she said, a 
friend lifted some dresses and 
coats off a rack. Don't take 
them, she remembers telling 
the friend, who told Jane not 
to worry. 


Ran Signal Light 


They put the clothing in a 


car. Jane ran a s i g n a l 
light and was stopped by the 
police. In the end, she was 
charged with stealing. 


Her friend, she explained, 


had some raps pending back 
in St. Louis and was out on 
bond. She said Jane had taken 
the clothing. Jane said she 
didn't blame her, that she 
would have done the same 
thing if she'd been in the 
friend's situation. She didn't 
deny the theft to anyone but 
her attorney. She can't re- 
member if he was a public 
defender or a court-appointed 
lawyer. 


Her attorney, she said, sug- 


gested that she plead guilty 
since she probably would be 
sent back to St. Louis. She 
pleaded guilty and served 23 
months in a Minnesota prison. 


No More Trouble 


The Minnesota institution 


had a work-release program: 
Jane did alterations 
at a 


clothing store each day from 
8:30 a.m. to 4:30 p.m. For a 
while, she worked at a home 
for retarded children but she 
asked for a transfer because 
she became too attached to 
the kids. 


She returned, to St. Louis, 


took up residence at Magdala 
House and has resolved to 
stay out of trouble.

her real name) indicates the 
good and the bad about the 
state and federal penal insti- 
tutions in which some 6.000 
American women currently 
live.

ASCS Payments on Target

checks in farmers' hands for 
participating in 1970 crop 
programs by mid-August is 
about on target.

Agricultural Stabilization and 
Conservation Service said 
$3.16 billion in payments had 
been distributed by Aug. 7 and 
that most of the remaining 
payments—a total of more 


than $3.2 billion— would be 
made soon. 


The checks represent pay- 


ments for taking part in this 
year's key government pro- 
grams for cotton, feed grains 
and wheat. Feed grains, in- 
cluding corn, sorghums and 
barley, are expected to ac- 
count for more than $1 billion, 
with cotton and wheat each 
totaling less. 


Payments are determined 


on the basis of several factors 


Blight

Early Forecast 


This was 3 per cent less than 


the July forecast, but it was 
still 3 per cent more than the 
forecast of a year ago. 


The Southern corn leaf 


blight, a fungus disease, has 
been observed from time to 
time in the South. Its severity 
is highly dependent upon 
moisture and temperature 
conditions. 


Disease Spreading 


The department insists that 


a reliable estimate of total 
losses is not possible now 
because the disease is still 
progressing. 


As a result of the situation, 


corn prices have risen on the 
market. 


but are made only to farmers 
who voluntarily sign up in the 
programs and agree to keep 
plantings within allotted 
acreages. 


In return, the government 


agrees to guarantee producers 
a basic price support rate or 
floor price and in addition 
makes direct or supplemental 
payments on part of their 
normal crop production. Also, 
in the case of feed grains and 
wheat, farmers also can 
collect "diversion" payments 
for 
land 
idled 
beyond 


minimum 
requirements. 


There are no mandatory 
diversion requirements for 
cotton this year. 


However, all programs are 


keyed to acreage reduction 
from historical planting pat- 
terns. In this sense, farmers 
participating in the programs 
become eligible for payments 
by agreeing to plant less of the 
specific crops than they other- 
wise might. 


The 1970 payments being 


made now are the last under 
existing programs provided in 
the Food and Agriculture Act 
of 1965. This law expires at the 
end of this year. Congress is 
now expected to complete 
action on new program 
legislation—perhaps by Labor 
Day—which would continue 
the basic system of payments 
but with features allowing 
more flexibility and wider 
authority for setting price 
support loan levels. 


The new programs almost 


certainly will include a limita- 
tion on payments—excluding 
price support loans—for the 
next three years.

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ABM As a Bargaining Tool 


The report that the United States has 


offered to scrap the proposed ABM 
Safeguard system in exchange for 
Eussian curbs on further research and 
deployment of its SS-9 intercontinental 
ballistic missile system should come as 
no surprise. It has been obvious from the 
beginning that the Nixon Safeguard 
proposals were attempts to find a 
bargaining tool to use with the Soviet 
Union to slow down the arms race. 


When President Nixon first proposed 


the Safeguard system of a limited 
number of sites, he explained they were 
essential to guard missile silos from an 
attack from China or the Soviet Union 
and that the cities really couldn't be 
defended under any circumstances. An 
absence of nuclear war in the long run 
would be the only thing that could 
prevent disaster for large urban areas, 
according to the President. 


But in the next few months Secretary 


of Defense Melvan Laird began issuing 
warnings about increased dangers from 
Russia and that they were extensively 
escalating their missile power and 
defense system although the latter was 
not emphazised. Soon Congress was told 
by the Administration that more 
Safeguard sites were needed because the 
dangers were increasing. Some leading 


scientists have argued all along that the 
proposed ABM system not only would be 
useless by the time it would be erected 
but is already outmoded. Nevertheless 
the Administration held to its claims 
that the system was essential to national 
defense. 


The bargaining power of the AMB, 


combined with our own multiple 
warhead re-entry system, may be 
considerable. The Soviets do not want to 
spend more billions of rubles on weapons 
systems any more than Americans do if 
only because they then must cut back on 
needed domestic programs. Probably 
the Russians too can see that the more 
arms both sides get and the more 
sophisticated and dangerous 
the 


weapons, the less security for everyone. 
The dangers of accidental firings may be 
over-estimated although they must 
exist. But lack of communication and 
fear could contribute to the possibilities 
of, if not actual accidental war, at least 
one that was really not planned. 


If the SALT talks do actually proceed 


now to agreement to cutting back or at 
least down on development and 
deployment of missile and anti-missile 
systems in both countries, President 
Nixon's diplomacy must be applauded. 
Right now that is all that really counts.

becomes the nominee, he could support 
him too, said McCarthy. 


But Peterson may have found an 


issue to end all this hearts and flowers. 
He says the debate over whether women 
should abandon the rnini-skirt for the 
new midi-length is a valid political issue 
because the consumer is being asked to 
spend money at the whirn of the clothing 
industry. Atty. Gen. Robert Warren—a 
Republican—ought to be investigating 
the possibility of starting legal action 
against manufacturers because con- 
sumers were the victims of a con- 
spiracy, said Peterson.

Nixon and the Fairness Doctrine 


The 
Federal 
Communications 


Commission has cited the rather vague 
"fairness doctrine" rather than any 
requirement to give equal time to op- 
posing points of view in its latest ruling 
on controversial topics on the television 
networks. The ruling itself is vague but it 
does give an indication at least that the 
President of the United States cannot 
expect to use the medium without 
rebuttal. 


The F. C. C. pointed out that the 


obligation of the network to present an 
opposing view does not arise from a 
single speech. "Rather, our holding here 
is based upon the unusual facts of this 


case—five addresses by the outstanding 
spokesman on one side of an issue." This 
referred to the five major speeches 
President Nixon has given to defend his 
policies in Vietnam and Cambodia. 


There has been growing concern 


about the presentation of opposite points 
of view, particularly since President 
Nixon has made such extensive use of 
television, considered by many to be the 
most effectual medium in political 
»matters. Democratic National Chair- 
man Lawrence O'Brien demanded and 
received time to make some purely 
partisan points of view. In May a group 
of anti-war Senators paid for time to 
criticize the war policies. Some 
Republican backers of the current 
policies have demanded free time to 
reply but the F. C. C ruled they did not 
' have a case. And in an earlier decision 
' last week the commission held that a 


television station could refuse to sell spot 
advertisements on one or the other side 
of controversial topics. 


This ruling is difficult to understand. 


One of the major criticisms of television 
is the blandness of its programs, the lack 
of in depth reporting dealing with con- 
troversy and the consequent failure to 
offer viewers the various points of vie\v 
on the many serious questions that 
confront the nation. It is understandable, 
although not especially worth ap- 
proving, that individual stations may 
avoid controversy because they are 
more subject to reprisals by advertisers 
than are newspapers generally. But if 
spot advertisements are sold to 
organizations which wish to present a 
certain point of view, this at least takes 
the station off the hook. 


Determining the use of television in 


political campaigns is another problem 
for the commission. The House of 
Representatives and the Senate have 
approved somewhat different bills which 
would limit spending for television for 
national candidates and allow states to 
do the same. There are hearings 
currently going on concerning the 
possibility that stations should make 
time available at least four times a year 
to Congressmen to discuss Presidential 
policies. 


Television is here to stay but its 


public service possibilities have not yet 
been probed to the fullest. The emphasis 
upon implementing the fairness doctrine 
should help — if the public will bother to 
take the time to watch and listen.

Cheap Italian wine, in turn, is 
even affecting vineyard prices 
in the Rhineland. And, topping 
off such tensions, every 
Common Market country 
except Italy is experiencing a 
milk glut. 


Had you driven with this 


writer on Normandy's lovely 
roads only a few weeks ago 
you would have seen French 
dairy farmers dramatizing 
and publicizing their plight by 
stopping cars and giving their 
milk away in large cartons. 


Britain is discovering here 


that the Common Market 
countries have no intention 
whatever of allowing Britain, 
and a tremendous inflow of 
Commonwealth 
agricultural 


commodities, to share their 
markets where they are self- 
sufficient and that they intend 
to write their own terms. 


Behind the scenes, the six 


are simply saying to Britain,

MADISON — What has gone 


before in state action to soften 
the burden of the inflation of 
local property taxation is a

The state has steadily 


boosted the amount of money 
paid in local school aids until it 
has reached a ratio of 38 per 
cent of the cost of elementary 
and high school operations. 


When these dispatches were 


launched some decades ago,

such an expenditure for school 
support would have been 
rejected out of hand by 
liberals and conservatives 
alike. Yet the steadily heavier 
infusion of state tax dollars 
into the local school systems 
has not halted the rise in local 
school taxes on the whole. 
They remain the most im- 
portant fraction of the bur- 
densome tax package in every 
Wisconsin locality. 


Two Programs Enacted 


More pertinent, perhaps, in 


assessing the outlook for 
direct, earmarked, property 
tax relief help from the state 
are 
the 
two separate, 


categorical programs enacted 
during the last decade with the 
intention of providing visible 
relief to local property owners 
by reducing their tax bills. 


The first, and probably the 


most worthy in motivation 
was the plan to use state funds 
to subsidize, in effect, the 
taxes of the elderly of slender 
means. 


The program has been 


modified but it continues at a 
relatively 
modest 
cost 


because of restrictions written 
into it. It applies only to 
persons 65 years of age and 
over, benefits are graduated 
according to the size of the tax 
bill and the beneficiary's 
income, and the payments are 
made directly to the elderly 
taxpayer. That makes it a 
tangible, perceptible benefit, 
unlike some of the typical 
proposals suggested for tax 
relief — such as the state's 
takeover 
of some 
local 


government costs or the 
distribution to localities of 
larger shares of state taxes. 


Strictly Personal 


A more extensive effort is 


the general property tax 
credit plan. It provides that 
the state will pick up a portion 
of the taxpayer's local tax bill, 
according to the rate of the 
local tax. Benefits are paid to 
taxpayers who are subject to 
local taxation of more than 14 
mills. There is no rule on the 
income of the taxpayer nor is 
it confined to individuals. 
Corporations benefit, too. 


Aid Is Less Visible 


But this aid i* lew visible, in 


spite of the fact that the tax 
credit is required to be listed 
on the locality's tax bills, and 
be substracted as a state 
contribution. 


One reason why many 


taxpayers pay little attention 
to it is that the amount of state 
money for such credits has not 
significantly changed while 
local tax rates have risen. The 
original average credit of 
about 10 per cent has been 
eroded to slightly more than 
six per cent. The amount is so 
little that a sophisticated 
businessman testifying before 
a legislative committee the 
other day could not recall the 
dollar amount of his 1970 
credit. 


Given the pressure for huge 


growth of the normal state 
budget that will inevitably 
confront the next legislature 
and administration, and their 
new tax implications, it is 
highly improbable that they 
will be able or willing to raise 
state levies to the painful 
heights needed for a 20 to 25 
per cent state property tax 
credit, instead of the six per 
cent that now obtains. It would 
require more sales taxation 
than the populace would 
tolerate or more income 
taxation in the medium 
brackets than is politically 
feasible. 


Could Aid Elderly 


An 
attractive, 
and 


pragmatic, approach would be 
to channel more state money 
into the tax relief program for 
the aged, which now includes 
the tidy number of 74,000 
beneficiaries which would 
probably rise with more help 
available to generate claims. 


These are the most needy. 


They would be the most 
grateful and attentive. As the 
Republican party said the 
other day in a press release, 
elderly people have the time 
and the disposition to note 
such things. Their younger 
compatriots, many of them 
with their tax bills hidden in 
mortgage payments, are less 
familiar with their real tax 
burdens and tend to confound 
their economic troubles with 
other fiscal exigencies of the 
times. 


Handwriting Analysis 
Is Scientific Field

A reader in Vancouver 


wants to know if I believe in 
handwriting analysis; she is 
thinking of taking it up as a 
career, and wonders if it is 
"reputable." 


My feeling is that the field is 


more reputable than many of 
the people who practice in it; 
that is, handwriting analysis 
is both a science and an art, 
but most of the practitioners 
are semi-literates who know 
less 
about 
dynamic 


psychology than a college 
sophomore—and that is plenty 
little. 


There is no doubt in my 


mind that handwriting is 
indicative of specific types of 
personalities and charac- 
teristics, and that a learned 
and skillful graphologist can 
tell a good deal about one's 
temperament from a careful 
study of a page or two of 
handwntntng. 


There is equally no doubt in 


my mind that most—if not 
nearly all—the graphologists 
are woefully deficient in 
correlating such handwriting 
with modern psychological 
knowledge; and are little 
better than fortune-tellers in 
babbling about "secretive 
natures," "boldness and 
imagination," and all that 


kind of superficial rot that 
bears no meaningful relation 
to the functioning of per- 
sonality. 


Even an amateur, after 


enough exposure to hand- 
writing, can begin to detect 
certain strains and ten- 
dencies. I was pleased and 
surprised, for instance, when I 
recently sat at dinner next to 
Elizabeth Carpenter, former 
secretary to Mrs. Lyndon 
Johnson when she was in the 
White House. 


Miss Carpenter voiced what 


I had long felt about my own 
mail: that after a year or so, 
she could detect a letter from 
a lunatic before even opening 
the envelope. "I could go 
through 
the 
envelopes, 


making two piles," she said, 
"and one pile would consist 
almost wholly of the 'crazy' 
letters." 


I have noted the same thing 


myself, and it is not that the 
lunatics all have the same 
kind of chirography, by any 
means. They write as dif- 
ferently as normal persons do, 
but there is some common 
strain running through their 
penmanship that leaps to the 
practised eye. 


No doubt, if the academies 


took graphology as seriously 
as they do a lot more frivolous 
subjects, the country could 
benefit from a corps of well- 
trained graduates in this still 
arcane art. Employment and 
personnel executives surely 
could learn as much about the 
psychological tendencies of 
applicants as they do from 
current testa—but not until the 
whole field is upgraded from 
its present dubious status 
somewhere bftwewi a hobby 
and a racket.
